Blanket ‘Conspiracy Indictment

District Attorney Charles ecmiianas 
was called from his bed in his apart- 
ment at 37 Madison Avenue at 2 o’clock | 
yesterday morning. Through the closed | 
door he learned that his old friend and | 
class mate at Amherst, Edwin Duffy, 
ex-District Attorney of Cortland peed | 
ty, was outside with an important wit- |} 
ness in the investigation regarding graft | 
in campaign contributions. Mr. Whit- | 
man hurriedly admitted Mr. Duffy and 
the witness into his apartment, and the | 
three conferred until daylight. | 

Just seven hours later the first in- 
dictment growing out of the John Doe 
graft investigation was handed to Judge 
Crain by the regular General Sessions 
Grand Jury. 

This indictment accuses Everett P. 
Fowler, who was referred to continu- 
ally by John <A. Hennessy in _ his 
charges relating to grafting in cam- 
paign contributions, as one of the Tam-

Hull, a tall, gray-haired man of about | 
45 years, departed for his home in Cort- | 
land at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Hull, it is believed, has laid the founda- 
tion for the greatest blanket indictment 
for consp‘racy ever found in New York 
County. This blanket indictment, it is 
prophesied, will accuse a number of 
Tammany politicians. The District At- 
torney will try to show that a conspir- 
acy Was furthered in an anteroom ad- 
jacent to the office in Albany of a man 
high in authority in the State. 

May Arraign Fowler To-day. 

Mr. Whitman believes that the indict- 
ment of Fowler marks a great advance 
step in the investigation hé has under- | 
taken. . Fowler, he believes, could be | 
of great assistance in the investigation. 
If, however, Fowler, refuses to aid in 
the inquiry he stands a chance of 
spending fifteen years in Sing Sing 
Prison at hard labor. 

A bench warrant has been served on 
Fowler. At the Fowler home it was 
said last night that he was on his way 
to New York, It is expected that he 
will be arraigned this morning on the 
extortion charge. 

The indictment of Fowler is lhkely to 
have far reaching consequences. Evi- 
dence was given that Norman E. Mack 
of Buffalo, former Democratic National 
Chairman, received Hull’s check for 
$250 through Everett P. Fowler. Ac- 
cording to the evidence, Arthur A. Mc- 
Lean, Democratic State Treasurer, got 
the $250 check from McLean, 
according to the documentary evidence 
in District Attorney Whitman’s posses- 
sion, acknowledged tne receipt of the 
‘ampaign contribution from Contractor 
Hull, but failed to include the $25) in 
his campaign statement filed with the 
Secretary of State. 

William H. Kelley of Syracuse, Demo- 
cratic boss of Onondaga County, also 
figures in the case. There is evidence 
to prove that Kelley brought Fowler 


and Hull together in nis office at 
Syracuse.

Hull had been a contractor on a small 
scale up in Cortiand, N. Y., for twenty 
years. He made and repaired sidewalks 
for the town, and occasionally took jobs, 
too. He was a rock-ribbed Republican 
and supported the Republican machine 
in his county in a small way. 

When the Legislature authorized road 
construction in Cortland County in 1911 
+Cortland is the county seat of this 
county, and is situated thirty-six miles 
east of Syracuse—Mr. Hull decided that 
he would enlarge his contracting busi- 
ness. He made a bid on a contract for 
a two-mile stretch »“f new road between 
the post villages of Truxton and De 
Ruyter, both in Cortland County and 
near Syracuse. He was the successful 
bidder at $23,500—a mere pittance com- 
pared with some of the other contracts 
for State roads, but it was considered 
by Hull a good bexinning. 

Hull put his crew to work in the Sum- 
mer of 1911. Everything went well, and 
the work progressed without interrup- 
tion. Then, late in October, he received 
a strange letter from William H. Kel- 
ley, the Tammany boss of Onondaga | 
County, the adjoining county, Kelley 
wanted Hull to meet him and Everett 
Pp.

HALDANE ADVISES LOVERS. 


If Their Suits Are Hopeless, Let 
Them Seek Comfort in High Ideals.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—‘‘ Advice to 
Undergraduates in Love” was given 
to-day by Lord Haldane, who is a 
bachelor, in an address at Edinburgh 
University. 

There was only one way, he said, 
of providing against the depression 
which reverses brought in their train, 
and that was by acquiring a large 
outlook. An undergraduate might 
find himself plowed in his examina- 
tion, in law, or in debt, or for that 
matter—and do not let them overlook 
its possibility—hopelessly involved in 
a love affair. 

If he would escape from the con- 
sequent sense of despair he must 
visualize his feelings and set them 
in relief by seeking and searching out 
their grounds. He must aim at the 
largest and widest view of life and 
devote his highest energies to at- 
taining his ideal. 

To some relief would come in the 
form of Christianity, to others in 
that of some other high religious as- 
piration, it might be originating in 
the East; to others it would come in 
the shape of philosophy; to yet others 
art would bring the embodiment of 
the truth that the ideal and real, the 
infinite and the finite, did not really 
exist apart, but were different as- 
pects of a single reality. 

Speaking of the religious outlook 
Lord Haldane said that we now 
sought good not from without but 
from within, and that the hindrances 
to spiritual life to-day were moral 
rather than intellectual. They arose, 


he said, from our lessened readiness 
to accept authority of any kind. 


NEW LAMPS USE NITROGEN. 


Incandescent Light Said to be More 
Efficient Than the Tungsten. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 14.—W. 
T. Dempsey, Superintendent of the New 
York Edison Company’s Street Lighting 
Department, displayed here last night 
two remarkable incandescent lights. 
They were made in Harrison, N. J., by 
the General Electric Company, and it is 
asserted are the most powerful lamps 
of their size in existence. In explain- 
ing them Mr. Dempsey said: 

“The lights are 5,000 candle power 
each, consuming 2,590 watts. They are 
100 per cent. more efficient than the 
modern Tungsten lamps and are the 
latest design in incandescent lights. 

““They are made in an entirely differ- 
ent fashion from the Tungsten lamps. 
In the manufacture of these the air is 
exhausted and a vacuum is left. Nitro- 
gen gas is then pumped in until it is 
equal to the atmospheric pressure. It 
is the presence of this gas which pro- 
duces the extraordinary efficiency of 
one-half watt per candle. 

“When the lamp is burning nitrogen 
gas heated to a very high degree issues 
from the filament and circulates in the 
8lobe, rising and falling like a fountain 
spray. As jt circulates the intense heat 
is rapidly dissipated, and this makes it 
possible to subject the filament to a 
much higher temperature than is ob- 
tained in a vacuum lamp. 

Moreover, the filament is different 
from that used in the standard Tungs- 
ten. It is wound in a close spiral and 
has a V-shaped formation. We are 
only showing these lamps to demon- 
strate the latest invention in the light- 
ing unit.”’

and Forty-second Street, by persons 
presenting subscription receipts 
by Tyson & Co., provided that such per- 
sons comply with the terms imposed by 
the trust company. 

This announcement was made last 
night for the Metropolitan Trust Com- 
pany through a lawyer representing 
Carter, Ledyard & Milburn of 54 Wall 
Street, counsel for the trust company: 

“The Metropolitan opera tickets held 
by the Metropolitan Trust Company 
never were in the hands of Tyson & 
Co. Tyson & Co. had to pay cash for 


their allotment of tickets to the Metro-| 


politan Opera Company. They  bor- 
rowed the money from the Metropolitan 
Trust Company and the tickets were| 
delivered in the presence of representa- 
tives of Tyson & Co. and the Metro- 
politan Opera Company to the Metro- 
politan Trust Company.

The Metropolitan Trust Company, 
through counsel, also confirmed last 
night practically all that part of the 
statement made by R. J. Hartman, head 
of Tyson & Co., in which he explained 
the reason why he had been forced to} 
give his allotment of opera tickets as 
security for a loan from the trust com- 
pany. The Metropolitan Trust Com- 
pany, according to its attorney, loaned 
Mr. Hartman for Tyson & Co. $1),000, 
and received as security $153,000 worth 
of opera tickets. 

Hartman had raised $53,000 when he 
learned that the Metropolitan Opera 
Company had declined to continue its 
part payment plan for subscription lists. 
According to Carter, Ledyard & Mil- 


burn, Tyson & Co. paid back about 
$46,000 of the amount of the loan, 
and obtained the release of nearly 


$100,000 worth of tickets. Consequently, 
the value of the tickets that have not 
been released amounts to something 
more than $53,000. These are the tickets 
that will be delivered to persons at the 
Hotel Manhattan on the presentation of

With a 25-foot ‘motor boat as her 
craft and with three men to aid her,

Woman Sees the Escape. 
The woman who frustrated the well- 








laid plans of the rescuers was Mrs. 
Breen, wife of the Assistant Overseer } 
of the island. From her house just 


above the slight embankment of Pot- 
ter’s Field, she had a fine view of the 
island and she was taking advantage of 
“it shortly after 11 o'clock when her at- 
tention was arrested by the sight of a 
small rowboat putting into shore from 
a motor boat that stood in the offing. 
Mrs. Breen kept her eyes on the row- 
boat, and in another minute she saw it 


ut out again, this time with three pas- 
aeneere in- workhouse garb. It took Mrs. 
Breen less than a minute to reach the 
telephone and give the alarm to Over-~- 
seer Moore of the Reformatory on Hart’s 
Island. : 

Moore: called up the new warden, 
Murtha signaled to Mate Smith of the 
Riker’s Island, the Correction Depart- 
ment’s little steamer, and thus the 
wheels of the recapture were started. It 
took no time to ascertain who had gone. 
They were Paul, Morris Geishon, and 
Louis Miller, all three young’ men, and 
all in for disorderly conduct, each with 
a six months’ term. They had been at 
work in the open, hauling coal from 
pile to truck, and with each load they 
had to pass out-of sight of their guard 
behind a barn. In one of these disap- | 
pearances they had sped to the shore, 
jumped for the waiting tender and put 
off for their waiting friends, the motor- 
boat, and liberty. e 

But no 25-foot motor boat was equal 
to the Riker’s Island, the craft used_to 
carry prisoners to and from Hart’s Isi-; 
and and tne mainland of the city. The 
boat soon steamed up and picked up a 
pursuing party. consisting of Murtha 
and Moore and two keepers, Walker 
and Brady. They had their guns with 
them, but the fugitive craft was out of 
range. 

‘Then the chase began, the motor boat 
aiming apparently for the mainland 
the Riker’s Island making for 
the east to head them off. Perceiving 
tinis manoeuvre, the motor boat turned 
suddenly and started for the Long Isl- 
and shore, the men hoping apparently 
to make either Nassau County or Queens 
and take to their heels, once they were 
on dry land, 


Two Caught; One Escapes. 

But it did not work. After three miles 
and a half of chase the Riker’s Islan@ 
bore down upon the smaller craft. They 
were then opposite Great Neck. The} 
men aboard the pursuing steamer cov- 
ered the motor boat party witn their 
guns and threatened to shoot. The mo- 


tor boat came to a halt, and surren- 
dered. ‘The motor boat’s occupants were 
taken on board the Riker’s Island. 

Just before the motor boat was over-} 
taken, Murtha had seen one member of 
the fugitive party leap into the tender} 
and pull away for the Long _ Island} 
shore. After the surrender the keepers | 
recognized two of their prisoners in the 
sulky pair in citizens’ «clothes and 
singled them out. They were Paul and | 
Geishon. Their prison garb had van-| 
ished, and so had Miller. He must have} 
been the one they had seen putting off} 
in independent flight, and the plan was 
to dispatch the captured motor boat to; 
overtake him. They could see him row- | 
ing toward Scott's Landing at Great 
Neck, and Murtha first thought to use 
the motor boat for the recapture. But| 
Dominick Gustavino, the young pilot 
of the expedition, said he was out of 
fuel, and the Riker’s Island sped back 
to Hart’s Island with the two prisoners 
and the four rescuers on board. 

Once there, the fuel for the motor boat

A col- 
ored inmate then scrubbed me, my head 
as well as my body, all in the same 
tub. The washcloth was a piece of 
an old shirt; the soap was kitchen soap. 
Then a bottle of kerosene oil was pro- 


duced and poured upon my hair and 
rubbed in. I was then given a prison 


|; nightgown and conducted to a cell bare- 


footed and locked in. My hair was not 
dry and was full of kerosene oil. It got 
on my pillow and on my hands and face, 
but I had to endure it. It was impos- 
sible to dry the hair because one small 
towel, 16 by &4 inches, was the week's 
allowance, 

“While waiting to be Bertilloned I 
smiled at the girl sitting next to me, 


and the matron threatened to punish 
me, as she said she had two other 
girls, and that if she wanted she could 


punish me right now for having talked 
to the girl in the next cell the day be- 
fore, when, as a matter of fact, I had 
If any one passed I was 
obliged to rise and face the wall. All 


prisoners are obliged to do this when- 
ever any one, Man or woman, passes. 

‘‘ Breakfast was eaten in an alcove 
off the main corridor. We were not 
allowed to speak, to turn our heads, or 
to smile. The object was to get the 
food down as quickly as possible. After 
breakfast we marched to the _ shops, 
where we sat for ten minutes doing 
nothing. Then we put on capes and 
marched for exercise around the oval 
in the yard for half an hour. The same 
deadly silence prevailed, On returning 


to the shops we were put to work 
hemming_ blankets and making mat- 
tresses. Little work was done, because

‘““T thought when I entered the prison 
that I should hear vile language, but 
during my five days I heard only one 
profane word. The inmates were sur- 
reptitiously friendly. whispering: 

“* All right, kid, don’t worry.’ 

“One woman who was next to me 
inquired about my record. I told her 
that I was a forger and was in for one 
year. 

“Then she asked me if I was mar- 
ried or single, and I said I was single. 
Then she asked me if I wrote to my 
mother, and I said yes, whereupon she 
said: ‘ All right, kid.’ After that she 
was as considerate as any human being 
could be. Her attitude was one of re- 
spect. 

‘““The women convicts are cut off from 
every: form of self-expression. The hu- 
man being is literally bottled up until it 
seems as if one would burst. A big jolly 
negro girl in the punishment cell from 
Saturday until ‘Welnesday on bread and 
water was there because she _ had 
*‘sassed ’ one of the matrons, and I am 
sure that the reason that she did so was 
simply because she could no longer stand 
this complete and absolute suppression. 

**T wish to make plain that the treat- 
ment the matrons give the prisoners is 
due to the system. While some matrons 
have become completely hard and impos- 
sible, there are others who are kind and 
friendly and under a different system 
would do everything they could to help 
the convicts.’’

The body was found, the dispatches 
said, near the shore by Frank Ska, 
Polish laborer, who was raking in drift- 
wood at 6 o’clock yesterday morning. 
According to Coroner Spring, it had been 
in the water only a few hours, possibly 
overnight. There were no papers or 
other effects in the clothing of the dead 
man by which the authorities could 
identify it.

President Takes Steps Toward 
Mediation of Southern 
Pacific Trouble. 








FIRST VIOLENCE REPORTED 





Strikers Start an Engine Running 
Wild—Kruttschnitt Tells the 
Railroad's Side. 





Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 14.—Violence 
entered to-day in the great strike de- 
clared by engineers, conductors, fire- 
men, and trainmen on the Sunset Lines 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad. In the 
railroad yards of Houston, Texas, a big 
Mogul engine was started and allowed 
to run wild, finally going into a ditch. A 
carload of cotton was burned, the fire 
having been started by incendiaries, ac- 
cording to claims of the railroad offi- 
cials, 

At Lafayette, La., a crew just ready 
to leave with a train for the West 
feared to take it out and abandoned it at 
the last moment, and at Morgan City, 
La., another train was abandoned to- 
night by its crew. 

In the Algiers yards» and roundhouses 
of New Orleans to-night there were 
grave fears that an outbreak would 
come at any time. The-railroad prop- 
erty is guarded by special officers and 
a score of policemen. A rumor that 
strikebreakers were being brought in 
caused a demonstration, but there were 
no arrests. The strikers were orderly 
but were making every effort to find 
the whereabouts of a thousand strike- 
breakers reported as being quartered in | 
New Orleans. 


Appeal to Washington. 

Every commercial body of New Or- 
leans met to-day in joint session and 
Sent a message to President Wilson in 
Washington urging immediate Federal 
aid to end the labor war. The business 
men pointed out that unless the strike is 
&peedily settled, the loss to the sugar 
crop along the lines of the Southern Pa- 
cific may reach more than $10,000,000, 
Unless rice, which is being stored at dif- 
ferent plantations, is moved there will be 
an additional loss of many millions. 

Only 15 per cent. of the sugar crop 
has been harvested. It is feared that | 
unless train service is resumed another 
frost may catch the crop and add to the | 
disaster that is threatening the plant- | 
ers- About 50 per cent. of the rice crop | 
has been harvested and stored.

Local union 
officials at a meeting to-day told the 
men that aitempts at violence would 
mean expulsion of the perpetrators from 
the union. They predict that the strike 
will spread to the West. 

Local Southern Pacific officials say 
they examined thirty-three engineers to- 
day who applied for work, but they will | 
not be put on engines unless they come 
fully up to normal requirements, the of- 
ficials say. 

The officials also said that the Switch- 
men’s Union of North America was of- 
fering men to the company. Three 
switching crews are in the Southern Pa- 
cifie yards, but have liitle to do, as 
union men working on other roads re- 
fuse to accept freight handled by men 
not affiliated with their unions. Not | 
even perishable freight will be handled, | 
say the railroad officials. 

HOUSTON, Tex., Nov. 14.—Two in- | 
stances of disorder were reported in the | 
Southern Pacific strike here to-day. | 
Some unidentified person started a pas- 
senger engine, letting it run wild in the | 
local yards until it was derailed, and in | 
another part of the city a carload of | 
cotton was burned. Union leaders say 
strict measures will be taken to prevent | 
violence on the part of strike sympa- | 
thizers. 

A telegram reaching here to-day from 
Washington said the Federal Board of 
Mediation and Conciliation would meet 
to-night and take steps in an effort 
to_end the strike. 

The railroad employes’ sixty-seven 
complaints involve @emands for rein- 
statement of many engineers and others 
declared to have been discharged in 
violation of contracts; allege excessive 
imposition of demerit; assert many re- 
ports and other information are required 
outside of company time and ask regu- 
lations of lay-overs away from home 
terminals. : 

Some of the more important grievances 
in the words of the grievance committee 
are: 


Complaint against letters of a harsh and 
threatening character from subordinate of- 
ficials.

When new runs are established in passen- 
ger service, officials should confer with 
local committee as to the assignment of 
men. 

It is conceded everywhere that motor car 
gervice is passenger service, and we insist 
that passenger train rates be paid therefor.

Protest against the re-examination of con- 
ductors and engineers on train rules and 
mechanical re-examination of engineers. 
The question of wages is involved only }

KRUTTSCHNITT EXPLAINS. 








Chairman of Southern Pacific Sub- 
mits the Question to the Public. 


Julius Kruttschnitt, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, which is struggling 
against a concerted strike on the part of 
its engineers, firemen, conductors, and 
brakemen on the Sunset Division, called 
Thursday night, gave out last night a 
carefully prepared statement of the 
management's side of the controversy. 

It was only about a year ago that the 
Southern Pacific won a similar strike 
called by shopmen. In the present 
trouble, it is reported, that upward of 
4,000 men have gone out. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt says it has been 
represented by the employes that the 
strike was due to the refusal of the 
company to meet and discuss with their 
representatives the question of modify- 
ing the existing agreements and pfrac- 
tices for the hearing and settlement of 
grievances by providing for a joint or 
cooperative committee representing the 
four branches of the service—engineers, 
firemen, conductors, and brakemen—and 
giving such committee jurisdiction. In- 
stead of this being the case, he says, 
what the company refused was to take 
up with such a committee the adjust- 
ment of specified grievances, some of 
which had already been settled with the 
committees for that purpose provided 
by existing agreements. , mS 

‘‘The company,’’ he says, “is willing 
to discuss with a representative com- 
mittee from the four organizations con- 
cerned the question of inaugurating the 
system of dealing with controversies 
through a joint committee representing 
all four organizations and, if no agree- 
ment can be arrived at, to have the 
controversy adjusted in the manner pro- 
vided by the recent act of Congress. It 
is further willing to have the con- 
troversy over its refusal to grant the 
demand actually made adjusted by the 
Board of Mediation and Conciliation or! 





by arbitration as provided in the act 
of Congress. More than this cannot 
reasonably be required of it. 

“Its employes,” he says, “have re- 
fused the proffer of the good offices of 
the Board of Mediation and Concilia~ 
tion and have precipitated a strike.’’

JOCKEY THOS. BURNS KILLED 


Rider, with $3,000 in Wallet, Meets 
Death Under Elevated Train. 


Thomas H. Burns, the noted jockey, 
was instantly killed by a_ Brighton 
Beach train on the elevated tracks at 
the Elm Place Station, Brooklyn, at 
4:50 o’clock yesterday morning. When 
his body was taken from under the last 
car of the train between the two rear 
trucks it was mangled almost beyond 
recognition. 

An investigation by the police con- 
vinced them that his death was an ac- 
cident. His married life was happy. 
He had just finished a successful sea- | 
son in Germany, and papers in his 
pocket contained an agreement to ride 
for a German sportsman from April to! 
November, 1914, for $2,500, expenses, 
and 10 per cent. of the earnings of the 
winning mounts. 

His heavy fur lined coat was found on 
a bench on the station platform. Under 
the bench was his hat. The belief pre- 
vails among his friends and family that 
he dozed off on the bench while wait- 
ing for the train and threw his voat 
over him to keep warm. <A City Line 
train had left the station a few minutes 
before the Brighton Beach train pulled | 
in. It is supposed that the noise of tnis! 
train awoke him, and that he walked 
to the edge of the platform after it 
passed while still in a sleepy stupor and 
fell on the tracks. The motorman of 
the Brighton Beach train told the police 
that he was unable to stop the train in 
time to prevent running over the jockey. 

The identity of the jockey was made 
practically certain from the papers in 
his pockets. He was well clad, and 
wore valuable jewelry. In his wallet 
was about $3,000 in German and Amer- 
ican money and checks.

his apprenticeship he showed that he 
was a master in the saddle, and in his 
racing career in this country he rode 
many wining mounts for William C. 
Whitney. 

He married Mrs. ‘* Dottie’’ Clauson, 
wife of Dick Clauson, the jockey, ten 
years ago Clauson died from tubercu- 
losis. Mrs. Burns is the daughter of 
Jimmy McLaughlin, the famous jockey 
of thirty years ago, who rode for the 
Dwyers.

CENSURES STAGE GLIBNESS 





Gillette Asks for “Illusion of the 
First Time’’—De Koven Makes 
Plea for Opera In English. 





Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—The American 
Academy of Arts and Letters and the 
National Institute of Arts and Letters 
held their first business session in Chi- 
cago to-day. In the two organizations 
are embraced the leading authors, paint- 
ers, and sculptors of the country. 

During the afternoon they met at Or- 
chestra Hall, where the programme con- 
sisted of music composed by members 
of the organization, and in four numbers 
the orchestra was led by the composer. 
In the evening they held their annual 
election at the Chicago Club, 

“Well, I have to leave,’’ said Prof. 
Samuel McChord Crothers to Prof. Fred- 
erick C. Converse of Harvard; “‘ but we 
have discovered the West and it’s 
mighty influence upon the arts.” 

‘“* Exactly my idea,’’ replied Prof. Con- 
verse. ‘‘ We have all been here by our- 
selves at one time or another, but I 
think few of us Have realized tne power 
of the West in the advancement ofthe 
arts. The West is coming into leader- 
ship.”’ 

“Right,” interposed Percy Mackaye, 
the dramatist. ‘‘ There is an earnestness 
here in forwarding the general knowl- 
edge of the arts, and it is rapidly mak- 
sek, CHRO the centre of interest to 


The public meeting of the two organi- 
zations was held at the Art Institute 
with Dr. William Sloan, Chancellor of 
the Academy, in the chair. Robert Un- 
derwood Johnson read a letter from 
President Wilson. It was: 


I most sincerely wish that I were free to 
be present at the joint meeting of the 
Academy and National Institute of Arts 
and Letters, but I am held fast here by 
duties from which I cannot in conscience 
turn away, even for a little while. 

I should like to be present to say how 
sincerely I believe in the usefulness of the 
two bodies joining in the meeting. It is of 
no small import to the country that such 
influences for upholding ideal standards 
of creative art should be encouraged, The 
commerce and material development of the 
country are of deep consequence to it, but 
above all must arise the objects we have in 
view. If those objects are disinterested 
and touched with insight, our greatness will 
beer greater distinction and enjoy the 
greater spiritual soundness and health. 


In speaking upon ‘“ The Influence of 
Literature on Modern Art,” Thomas 
Hastings of New York said in part: 

‘““Much of the modern confusion in art 
unsettled conditions 
of modern literature. There is too much 
criticism of the man who is making 
good, by the man who is not making 
good. Free speech is a good thing, but 
it often is used in the wrong way. 
Criticism should be constructive and 
not destructive.’”’ 

Samuel McChord Crothers said, in the 
course of his address: 

‘“Tt is the exceptional in literature that 
is important, or sometimes the excep- 
tional man. It is the new way of put- 
ting old facts that merits admiration. 
Sometimes people talk of commercializ- 
ing literature. What are they talking 
about—simply that some books have a 
commerci&fl value, but may have no 
value to literature. 

‘““T hope to see the day come when 
there will be more artistic journalism. 
The newspaper men tell the people each 
day what has happened the world over, 
and I think the stories should be told in 
a more artistic manner.” 

William Gillette spoke upon ‘“ The Illu- 
sion of the First Time in Drama.’ Glib- 
ness in speech and action, he said, was 
the fatal defect in the technique of most 
acting now. . 

“The illusion that what is happening 
on the stage is happening for the first 
time is the tllusion that keeps characters 
alive,’ he went on. ‘ When an actor 
comes into a room that he is supposed 
not to be familiar with, he should ap- 
pear to be on the lookout for chairs 
and things he might run up against. So 
a man should show that he has to think 
before he speaks.” 

The American people will soon force 
the presentation of all grand opera in 
this country in English, asserted Regi- 
nald de Koven. 

‘“‘There is no good argument against 
English opera,’’ he said. ‘‘ English is 
quite as good a language to sing as 
Italian, which is called the best singing 





language. 
‘“In addition to the thousands of 
American singers forced to sing in 


Europe at starvation wages now because 
there is not enough opera here to sup- 
port them, there are thousands of stu- 
dents in this country who will be able 
to sing before their own countrymen 


| when opera has gained its proper place.’’ 


All the Academicians appear to know 
who will receive the gold medal to- 
morrow night, but in speeches and con- 
versation they corstantly refer to him 
as ‘‘ John Doe.”’ It is generally expect- 
ed to be Augustus Thomas. 

Many members of the Academy and 
Institute have indorsed the attack of 
the Chicago Women’s Club on_ sex 
problem stories. Among them are Mad- 
ison Cawein, the Kentucky poet; Mere- 
dith Nicholson of the Indian School of 
Fiction, and Will H. Low, the artist and 
writer, the intimate of Robert Louis 
Stevenson. 

Augustus Thomas, however, remarked 
that sex must have its place in fiction 
and in the drama, though it should be 


kept in its place.

Corporations Control 98.1 Per Cent. 
of $237,000,000 Product. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Refining of 


petroleum is rapidly being centralized 


in the hands of corporations, according 
to the Census Bureau, which to-day 


published its final statistics on the pe- 
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troluem industry of the United States 
during 1909. The industry made rapid 
strides in the decade ending with that 
year, the products nearly doubling in 
value and reaching appreximately $237,- 
000,000. The report adds: | 

“The great and increasing extent to 
which the industry is dominated by 
establishments under corporate owner- 
ship is shown. Corporations controlled 
89.1 per cent. of the establishments in 
the industry and reported 98.1 per cent. 
of the total value of products in 1909, 
as compared with 84.7 and 96.9 per cent., 
respectively, in 1904.” 

In 1909 New Jersey led the States 
with the greatest output of refined oil, 
with Pennsylvania and New York fol- 
lowing in*the order named. The greatest 
source of supply was found in the mid- 
continent field, in Kansas and Okla- 
homa, while the Illinois field was next 
in importance, followed by the Appa- 
lachian and California fields. 


EDITOR JAILED FOR LIBEL. 


Count von Huelsen-Haeseler Vindi- 
cates His Character in Court. 


BERLIN, Nov. 14.—Count Georg von 
Huelsen-Haeseler; Director of the Prus- 
sian Royal Theatres, made a vigorous 
defense of his moral character before 
the law courts here to-day, when the 
hearing began of a suit for libel brought 
by him against Herr Steinthal and Herr 
Wilde, editors of the Montags-Zeitung. 

The newspaper had published early in 
August an article connecting the name 
of Count Huelsen-Haeseler with the al- 
legations made some years ago against 
Prince Philipp zu Eulenburg and other 
members of Emperor William’s suite. 

When the Crown Prosecutor proposed 
to have the suit tried behind closed 
doors in the interests of public morality, 
Count Huelsen-Haeseler objected em- 
phatically and ‘Successfully. He de- 
clared that it was necessary once and 
for all to put an end to these stories, 
which had been in circulation for six 
years. The Count then read under oath 
a sweeping declaration that he had no 
perverse inclinations or thoughts and 
that such ideas were most repulsive to 


im. 

The defendants did not attempt to sub- 
stantiate their allegations. Steinthal 
was sentenced to a year’s imprisonment 
in a penitentiary and Wilde was ac- 
quitted on the ground that he was only 
et responsible for the libellous 
article. 


HONORVOLTURNO RESCUERS 


Russians and Germans Give Pres- 
ents and Medals to Crews. 


Capt. I. van Smeltneck of the Russian 
steamship Czar, which sails to-day for 
Libeau, was presented yesterday with a 
gold watch and chain by the American 
agents of the Russian-American Line in 
recognition of his bravery in rescuing 
the survivors of the steamship Vol- 
turno. The Russian Consul General, M. 
Ouistinoff, and the Naval Attaché, D. 
Vassilieff, were present last night at 
the dinner on the Czar when A. KE. 
Johnson presented the Captain with the 
watch. 

The agents of the North German 
Lloyd Line _ received a cable from Bre- 
men yesterday stating that the German 
Society for the Aid of Ship-wrecked 
Persons had given $2,000 to the crews 
of the Grosser Kurfurst and the Seyd- 
litz for their courage in rescuing the 
passengers of the Volturno, and gold

CALDEROZZO EXONERATED

ROME, Nov. 14.—Thomas Nelson 
Page, the new United States Am- 
bassador to Italy, gave a banquet to- 
night in honor of Admiral Badger and 
the officers of the American battle- 
ships who accompanied him to Rome. 
The guests numbered forty-two, and 
as most of them were in uniforms 
covered with gold lace and medals, 
the scene was unusually varied for 
an American gathering. 

The centre of the table was deco- 
rated with a floral reproduction of 
the Wyoming, the funnels being white 
and red, blue and white, and red and 
green—the respective colors of the 
United States and Italy. The vessel 
reposed on a sea of red, white, and 
blue blossoms. The rest of the table 
throughout its length was banked 
with flowers, red, white, and blue al- 
ternating with red, white, and green. 
The decorations were devised by Mrs. 
Page and were greatly admired. 





ROME, Nov. 14.—At the banquet given 
to Admiral Badger and his officers by 
Ambassador Page to-night, the guests 
included the Marquis di San Giuliano, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs; Vice Ad- 
miral Millo, Minister of Marine; Ad- 
miral Diroval and Admiral Bertolini, 
Gen. Calcagno, John W. Riddle, former 
United States Ambassador to Russia, 
the members of the American Embassy 
staff, and various Americans resident in 
Rome. 

At the conclusion of his spech of wel- 
come the entire company joined the Am- 
bassador in drinking a toast to King 
Victor Emmanuel and President Wilson. 
Rear Admiral Badger offered a toast to 
the Italian navy, which he said always 
had been in the front in modern progress 
and to which he wished good fortune and 
success. 

Alfonso Calderozzo, former musician 
on the United States battleship Utah, 
was to-day entirely exonerated of any

LONDON, Nov. 14.—Augustine Bir- 
rell, Chief Secretary for Ireland, and 
Mr. and Mrs. John Redmond, met 
with unpleasant adventures to-day. 

While Mr. Birrell was speaking at 
Bristol a male suffragist hurled a 
dead cat at him. It struck his chest. 
The hall was in an uproar imme- 
diately. Blows were exchanged and 
there was much struggling. When 
order had been restored it was broken 
again by an attempt by a man tod 
throw a piece of wood at the plat- 
form. ; 

Mr. and Mrs. Redmond were travel- 
ing on a train to Newcastle when a 
woman passenger came to the door 
of their compartment and threw flour 
over them, giving expression at the 
same time to the usual suffragette 
cry. Mr. Redmond in a speech later 
expressed his readiness to agree to a 
settlement of the Irish question by 
mutual consent. 


ARMY AIRMAN KILLED. 


Lieut. Rich, Circling Fleet in Ma- 
nila Bay, Falls with Machine. 


MANILA, Nov. 14.—Second Lieut. C. 
Perry Rich, of the Philippine Scouts, 
United States Army, was killed to-day in 
falling with a hydro-aeroplane into Ma- 
nila Bay. 

Lieut. Rich, who was the only member 
of the Philippine Scouts attached to 
the aviation corps here, was circling the 
Asiatic fleet, which was at anchor in the 
bay, when the accident occurred. A 
launch from the torpedo boat Decatur 
was the first of many craft to reach the 
scene of his fall. His body was picked 
up with life almost extinct, and he died 
either from the effects of the water or 
from the injuries he received. 

The accident was due to a faulty 
cylinder of the motor. When Lieut. Rich 
discovered the defect he at first decided 
to abandon his flight, but afterward re- 
paired the cylinder and ascended. He 
had risen to a height of 200 feet and 
was making a preparatory trip around 
the fleet before starting on his intended 
flight over the vessels, in which he was 
to attempt to drop a bomb on one of 
them, when his motor again broke down 
and the hydro-aeroplane fell. 





The death of Lieut. Rich brings the 
number of aviation fatalities in the 
United States Army and Navy service 
to eleven, ten in the Army and one in 
the Navy. The first Army officer to lose 
his life in an aeroplane accident was 
Lieut. Thomas H. Selfridge, of the 
{United States Signal Corps, on Sept. 17, 
1908, while flying as a passenger with 
Orville Wright at Fort Myer, Va. 


MOROS WANT OUR RULE. 


Ask Gov. Harrison to Continue 
American Administration. 


MANILA, Noy. 14.—Thousands of Mo- 
ros welcomed Governor General Francis 
Burton Harrison on his arrival to-day 
in the town of Cotabato, Province of 
Moro, Mindanao. 

In the course of an address, which 
was loudly cheered, the Governor Gen- 





eral indorsed Brig. Gen. John J. Per- 
shing’s administration of the Depart- 
ment of Mindanao while he was com- 
mander there, and expressed his regret 
at the General’s departure.

strikingly demonstrated in an operation 
performed to-day by Dr. Herbert Pat- 
terson of London before the Clinical 
Congress of Surgeons of North America. 
The patient was a woman who was suf- 
fering from inactivity of the pylorus 


caused by wearing tight corsets, 
Dr, Patterson cut the intestine a few 


Inches below the pylorus and made a 
hole in the side of the stomach nearest 
the intestine, producing a new pylorus. 
The operation is considered one of the 
most important contributions to surgery 
in recent times. 


Surgeons who watched the feat agreed 
that corsets were among the causes of 


displacement of the stomach and atrophy 
of the pylorus, thus resulting in indiges- 
tion. 

‘“*A great reform in wearing corsets 
would come about if women only knew 
| how injurious they were,’’ said a prom- 
| inent surgeon. “Every time we physi- 
cians approach this subject we are ac- 
cused of Saying Sensational things for 
the sake of publicity, For that reason | 
we don’t give as many warnings touch- 
ing feminine apparel as we might. But} 
| rom can safely say that many cases of 

digestion and displacement of the 
stomach are due to tight stays. College 
boys who wear belts strapped tightly 
about the abdomen are not out of the 
dunger zone either.

UNWISE, SAYS TAFT 


Islanders Need Our Control for 


Two Generations to Teach 
Them Restraint, He Warns. 


A GOOD WORD FOR JAPAN 


Nippon Doesn’t Want to Fight Us, 
He Asserts—Only Seeks to Con- 
serve Her Trade with Us. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.~William 
H. Taft, former President of the United 
States, spoke with great freedom about 


| the Phillppines, and discussed the rela- 


tions between Japan and the United 
States in the Masonic Temple this aft- 
ernoon and to-night. 

Mr. Taft said war with this country 
was the last thing Japan desired. Japan 
had kept faith with us, he said, and we 
must keep faith with it. In this 
connection, the ex-President spoke of 
“the reckless and unjust acts of 
thoughtless people in California,” and 
urged that these people should be re- 
strained. The lectures were delivered 
under the auspices of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Speaking of his visits to the Philip- 
pines when he was Secretary of War, 
he said he tried to tell the Filipinos the 
truth as to the time that they ought 
to remain under the protection and 
guardianship of the United States 
Government. 

“They did not like the truth,’ Mr. 
Taft continued, ‘‘ and they thought they 
did not like me after that. Other peo- 
ple seem to have made the same mis-

no matter how much they themselves 


may draw on their imagination for their 
facts, or however caretess they may be 
in the performance of their promises, 
one must be strictly: truthful with them 
in letter and spirit and religiously ful- 
fill his pledge. If a false impression is 
given as to future policy, and it fis not 
subsequently carried out, one’s influ- 
ence with them thereafter is gone for- 
ever. 

““T hope and assume that the present 
Administration is merely making itself 
acquainted with the situation. When it 
gets the facts I have not the slightest 
doubt that it will see its duty as we 
have seen it who have been there. This 
is to encourage the Filipinos to take as 
active a part in the government as it is 
safe to have them take, but to retain a 
controlling hand while they are in their 
tutelage, while they are learning polit- 
ical self-restraint and acquiring the 
character of self-government,’ as Presi- 
dent Wilson calls It. 

“It will take certainly two genera- 
tions, perhaps longer, for them to do 
this, and for us to promise within ny 
definite time to give them independence 
is very foolish. It would be a failure 


in duty to them; it would be a failure 
on our part in maintaining the self-re- 
spect that we ought to have in discharg- 
ing a responsibility that has come to us 
under circumstances we could not con- 
trol, and which we are quite able to dis- 
charge with comparatively small effort. 
We shall make a serious mistake if we 
follow the eloquence of the smooth- 
spoken Filipino politicians who are look- 
ing hungrily for the exercise of a power 
which they are ill-adapted to wield for 
the benefit of their own people. The 
people in whose welfare I am interested 
are not so much the six or seven per 
cent. of educated persons who really 
wish to establish an oligarchy in the 
islands, but the Taos in the islands, who 
are hopelessly ignorant at present, whose 
descendants it will take two generations 
for us to educate, and who are now so 
utterly lacking in political knowledge 
that they don’t all understand civic 
rights sufficiently to assert them, and 
are completely subjected to * caceques 
or local bosses in a manner we cannot 
understand.’’

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BARTLETT IS ELECTED. 


Official In 


Count Shows Errors 
Kings and Queens. 


The official count of the vote in Kings 
yesterday made it clear that Willard 
Bartlett and not William E. Werner 
had been elected Chief Judge of the 
Court ef Appeals. Both are now Asso- 


clate Judges of that tribunal. 

The impression that Judge Werner, the 
Republican candidate, had been elected 
over his Democratic rival was due to 
the fact that one of the election officials 
in the Twenty-third Assembly District 
in Kings had misread a ‘4,” hastily 
written, for a ‘7, thus giving Judge 
Werner 8,000 in that Assembly district 
above the vote actually cast and record- 
ed in his favor. Yesterday morning be- 
fore the error was discovered Judge 
Werner, on the face of the returns, was 
elected with from 800 to 1,000 votes plu- 
rality. Computing the result in the light 
of yesterday's discovery, Judge Bartlett 
will have a plurality of about 3,000, for 
in the official canvass of the vote in 
Queens County there were discovered 
some 1,000 votes which had been count- 
ed erroneously for Judge Werner. 

William Barnes, Jr., Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, conceded 
yestérday that Judge Werner had been 
defeated. He said: 

‘We based our claims of the election 
of Judge Werner as Chief Judge on the 
figures given for New York City as 
compiled on election night. It appears 
from an examination of the official re- 
turns that a mistake of 3,000 in favor of 
Judge Werner was made in the Twenty- 
third Assembly District, in Kings Coun- 
ty, and fully 1,000 in Queens. This will 
be sufficient to bring about his defeat. 
On the returns given for the City of 
New York in the first instance Judge 
Werner would have been elected easily.”’ 

Judge Werner will continue as Asso- 
ciate Judge of the Court of Appeals for 
five years more. His term expires on 
Dec. 31, 1918. The only elective Repub- 
lican Judge on the Court of Appeals 
bench besides Judge Werner is Frank 
H. Hiscock of Syracuse, who was elect- 
ed an Associate Judge of that tribunal 
by a large plurality. Judge Hiscock had 
the support of the Independence League. 

The election of Judge Bartlett leaves a 
vacancy on the Court of Appeals bench, 
which Gov. Giynn will fill by_designa- 
tion of some Supreme Court Justice to 
the vacancy. It is probable that Judge 
Bartlett’s sudcessor will be selected from 
among the more prominent jurists now 
sitting in the Second Department, of 
which Brooklyn, Judge Bartlett’s resi- 
dence, is a part. 


ANOTHER ANNOYER TO JAIL. 


Making Nine Young Men Sentenced 
for Bothering Sales Glrls. 


In the Yorkville Court yesterday, 
Magtstrate House sentenced another 
man to spend sixty days on Blackwell's 
Island, in addition to eight already sent 
there, in consequence of the arrests 
made in the waiting room of Gimbels’ 
store on Tuesday. hese were the _re- 
sult of the joint efforts of Lieut. Dan 
Costigan and some of the salesgirls of 
the store, who were carefully coached 
for their part in setting the trap. Of the 
eleven men caught, the last two will be 
tried to-day. 

The youth sentenced yesterday was 
Solomon Rosenfeld of 691 Cauldwell 
Avenue, the Bronx, accused of having 
made approaches to one of the girls. 
Witnesses testified that he had once 
been ejected from the waiting room 
and that on several occasions he had 
been seen loitering there. When sen-

ADOPTS NEW ROUTE 


TO LINK SUBWAYS} 


Service Board Approves Al- 
ternative Connection at 40th 
St. for Lexington Av. Line. 


FEARS OTHER ROUTE’S COST 


Plans Announced for Temporary 
Operation of Steinway Tunnel 
to Long Island City. 


The Public Service Commission adopt- 
ed yesterday a new solution of the 
problem presented by the junction of the 
present Subway near the Grand Central 
Station with the new Lexington Avenue 
line. It would place the connection un- 
der Fortieth Street, instead of, as pre- 
viously decided, on a diagonal line from 
Lexington Avenue and _  “[Forty-third 
Street to Park Avenue and Forty-first 
Street. The route adopted yesterday 
and sent to the Board of Estimate for 
its approval provides that the Lexing- 
ton Avenue line should turn west at a 
point between Forty-first and Fortieth 
Streets, then run under Fortieth Street, 
and, curving into Park Avenue between 
Fortieth and Thirty-ninth Streets, hitch 
up with the present Subway between 
Thirty-sixth and Thirty-seventh Streets. 

While the commission adopted this 
route, it did not rescind its former ac- 
tion in favor of the diagonal connection 
at Forty-second Street itself. If the 
Board of Estimate approves of what It 
did yesterday the commission will 
have two connections legalized, and 
it will be able to adopt finally one 
or other of them as circumstances may 
make advisable. It took steps to pro- 
vide itself with a second solution of the 
problem, because so far it has been un- 
able to get a satisfactory arrangement 
with regard to the diagonal connection. 

The second route was considered by 
the commission on the whole to be the 
more advisable and workmanlike, al- 
though some objections were raised to 
it on the ground that it gave room only 
for the operation of ten-car trains and 
there might be a time whe the traffic 
from the eastern section of the Bronx to 
Brooklyn Bridge would be so dense that 
longer trains than ten cars would be 
necessary, However, this objection was 
overruled, and the route after its ap- 
proval by the commission was sent 


over to the Board of Estimate for its 
confirmation there. 


Diagonal Route’s Cost Higher. 

At the City Hall, however, the ques- 
tlon of finance was closely considered. 
Although the cost of constructing either 


connection was likely to be about the 


same, it was found that it would be 
very much more expensive to purchase 
easements under the old pospites site at 
Forty-second Street and Lexington Ave- 
nue, owned by the New York Central 
Railroad Company, and under the 
Grand Union Hotel than to obtain 
rights to run under such private prop- 
erty as would be necessary for the 
Fortieth Street scheme. The Board of 
Estimate Soneagcsany in approving of 
the diagonal connection did so on the 
understanding that satisfactory ar- 
rangements must be made with the 
property owners. 

Since then the negotiations have been 
in progress. The commission expressed 
itself yesterday as fairly well satisfied

with the price which the New York 
Central was putting on the easement 
under its property, which is about $500,- 
000. It was for a time hoped that a’ 
syndicate would purchase the Grand 
Union Hotel property for about $3,500,- 
and would sell an easement to the 
city at a figure the commission consid- 
ered reasonable. But now it is rumored 
that this deal has fallen through, and 
the commission believes that it must 
itself either purchase the hotel, as it did 
the southern half of the Astor House, 
or condemn it 

It is not willing to recommend that 
such a course should be adopted, and 
has _ reckoned that the cost of the diag- 
onal connection on account of the high 
cost of the real estate involved would 
be about $1,500,000 more than that of 
the Fortieth Street line. Consequently, 
although the negotiations for the diag- 
onal connection have not been declared 
to be futile, it has now applied to the 
Board of Estimate for its approval of 
the alternative route, in case they should 
be. It takes several weks to legalize 
a route and if the east side subway is 
to be ready by Jan. 1, 1917, as prom- 
ised, it is absolutely necessary that no 
time should be lost in setting to work 
on some conriction at Forty-second 
Street and Lexington Avenue. If the 
Board of Estimate agrees to accept the 
Fortieth Street route as a possible con- 
nection, the commission will have two 
routes from which to make final choice. 


To Operate Steinway Tube. 


Plans were also announced yesterday 
by the commission for the temporary 
operation of the Steinway Tunnel! be- 
tween Forty-second Street and Lexing- 
ton Avenue, Manhattan, and Jackson 
and Van Alst Avenues, Long Island 
City. An escalator will be installed in 
Manhattan between Lexington and 
Third Avenues on the south side of 
Forty-second Street to transport pas- 
sengers to the level of the tunnel. Third 
rails will be used in the transmission of 
motive power, and street cars will 
probably be used. 

The cost of fitting up the tunnel 
temporarily will be about $500,000, and 
the bids for its execution will be in- 
vited shortly. The formal hearing on 
the form of construction contract was 
‘held yesterday by the commission. When 
the Steinway Tunnel line is completed 
it will stretch on the Manhattan side as 
far west as Times Square, but the plans 
for this are not vet drawn. On the 

ueens side it will connect with the 

ueensboro Plaza by way of Ely Ave- 
nue, Bids for the construction of this 
section are to be opened on Nov. 18. 

To meet the wishes of the residents 
and property owners of Columbia 
Heights, Brooklyn, the commission 
ordered yesterday that an additional 
entrance is to be provided to the Mon- 
tague Street station of the B. R, T. 
line under Court Street. This will be 
at Clinton Street and as at this point 
the Subway will be seventy feet he- 
low the surface of the street it will be 
provided with elevators. The residents 
of the Heights neighborhood of Brook- 
lyn, on account of the lay-out of the 
ground, have felt themselves ieft out in 
the cold by the new Subways. They 
found that on neither the new Lnter- 
borough nor the B. . T. lines were 
there to be stations of much service 
to them. A strong protest was made 
to the commission and a station on the 
B. R. T. line at Henry Street was 
sought. This proved impracticable for 
engineering reasons, and the Clinton 
Street entrance has been provided as 
a compromise. 

The commission also ordered yester- 
day the construction of a new entrance 
to the present Borough Hall Subway 
station at the corner of Joralemon and 
Court Streets. It will perhaps be made 
in the basement of a new office build- 


‘ng under construction there. 
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HAVERTY CABS SENT OUT. 


Owner Says She Will Have Full 
Service in Operation Soon. 


Mrs. Catherine Haverty, owner of the 
taxicabs serving the Hotel Belmont and 
the Murray Hill Hotel, resumed that 
sérvice partially yesterday, and such 
cabs 48 went out from her garage car- 
ried not only chauffeurs but private 
detectives, while clusters of private de- 
tectives hovered about the stands. Mrs, 
Haverty said that the resumption of 
normal service would be only a matter 
of hours. 

She said that the origin of her troubles 
was not primarily the recent strike of 
the chauffeurs, but the desire of pubiic 
'hackmen to gain control of the stands 
{now employing the Haverty machines. 
These hackmen, according to her ver- 
sion, were formerly employed as driv- 
ers by her and her husband, and had 
now,. With their savings, bought cars 
and entered into competition with her 
concern.

WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION. 


Gov. GLYNN may find that haste 
makes waste if he tries to push a 
workmen’s compensation bill through 
the extra session of »the Legislature. 
His reported comments on the plan 


are contradictory, He says the subject 


has been well thrashed out, so that a 


bill could be passed without delay, but 
he urges, as a reason for hurry, that 
if the matter goes over to the regular 
session there will be a factional strug- 


gle over it. The two arguments do not 


agree. They fairly swear at each 
other, 

Of course if a bill of the right kind 
can be passed, the sooner the better; 
but the reason why we must expect 
a struggle over the measure is that 
there is a strong desire among some 


of the labor leaders to incorporate in 


any workmen’s compensation act : 
system of State insurance, which, as 
framed last year, was a very risky | 
one. We do not think this desire is | 
shared by the better class of leaders, 
and we are sure that it is not shared 


the great body of workingmen. 
State insurance is uncertain, inade- 
quate to its purpose, and exposed to 
many abuses. The worst of these is 
the danger of its being used for politi- 
cal purposes. The true principle od, 
that the State should fix the terms of | 
insurance, establish a standard that 
will secure safe insurance at the low- 
est rate. and supervise and -regulate 
its administration. 

There are two main objects to be at- 
tained: absolute certainty that the em- 
ployers can and will meet the pay- 
ments required by the law with 
promptitude, on the one hand, and, on 
the other, provision that the cost to 
the employers shall be as moderate as 
full performance of their legal ‘obliga- 
tions will permit. Every dollar of ex- 
penditure not required for the attain- 


ment of these ends is an injury to both 
parties, checks legitimate enterprise, 


and checks also the demand for labor. 

These principles were closely fol- 
lowed in the bill supported at the last 
session by the Insurance Department 
of the State. If a measure on the 


same lines can be enacted at the extra 


session, well and good. But if a 

measure embodying the pernicious 

plan of State insurance -is to be 

pressed, the best interests of labor 

and capital alike will be served by 

referring it to the regular session.

most spiritual-minded of living poets.” 
The specimens of his work-now avail- 
able for examination over here suggest 
a gentle inquiry whether spiritual-mind- 
edness alone, however notable, neces- 
sarily makes a poet great—-whether cer- 


tain other fine qualities, like vigor of 


imagination, keenness of insight, an 
acute sense of harmony, a sympathetic 
understanding of the age, are not also 
required as basis for the claim to supe- 
riority. 

Perhaps it is easier to be sulky over

better. We have not a few good pen- 
men—and penwomen—on both sides of 
the Atlantic, and far over toward Asia, 
but if there’s one truly giant among 
them, he or she {s curiously inconspicu- 
ous.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 





Its Indorsement by European Pow- 
ers Might Make Mexico Yield. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May it not be unfortunate that the Monroe 
Doctrine is not elastic enough to permit of 
the United States inviting the foreign coun- 
tries having interests in Mexico to co-operate 
with them in settling political disorders in 
that country? The landing of troops would 
in all probability be needless if Mexico knew 
that a friendly conference composed of the 
United States and European 
in session to arrange a plan 
them freedom from _ the 
civil strife. The Mexicans are not destitute 
of quelities that make them capable of be- 
coming sensible citizens, if properly con- 
trolled, 

The Mexicans, I think, consider that Eu- 
rope has little patience with the Monroe Doc- 
trine, and while that feeling exists neither 
will they respect it, judging it a very med- 
dlesome doctrine. It is becoming evident the 
Monroe Doctrine, though born ninety years| 
since, is quite infantile as yet, and may be 
subject to many buffetings if not carefully 
handled. So this would appear a fitting time 
to demonstrate its generous and grand char- 
acter and possibilities for good to the Mexi- 
cans, all the American Latin nations, and| 
the European countries. What more do the 
European nations want than opportunities to 
extend their trade where business enterprise} 
may bé conducted in safety? And what more 
do Mexicans need than to be satisfied that in 
the Monroe Doctrine they have a very sub- 
stantial friend, if they will but preserve order? 
And to reach this conclusion they need to} 
know the real heart of the Monroe Doctrine 
and that Wuropean countries sympathize 
with it. 

I believe the experiment of financially 
starving Huerta to be a mistake, as, should 
it succeed sufficiently to cause disbandment 
of the troops, the want of other employment 
would cast them upon the country and tre- 


mendously increase the lawlessness now so 
bitterly endured.

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A CURIOUS DECISION. 


Prof. Burdick Explains Slander Suit 
Cited by Justice Holmes. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A recent dispateh from Washington 
ascribes to Mr. Justice Holmes ihe 
reputation of citing more peculiar cases 
from the old law books than any other 
member of the Supreme Court, and 
adds: ‘‘He dug up an additional one 
yesterday to the amusement of his as- 
sociates.’" The case referred to is an 
old, and long discredited, decision, but 
net one whose discovery required very 
much digging, as it is often cited by 
writers on the law of defamation. Cer- 
tainly, the author of the dispatch must 
have misquoted the learned Justice in 
one respect. He could not have said 
that the case was one ‘“ where an in- 
dictment set forth that the aceused 
struck a man on the head, splitting the 
skull until a portion fell down on either 
shoulder, and the court held the indict- 
ment defective because it did not al- 
lege that the man was killed.” 

The case was for slander, brought by 
Sir Thomas Holt against one Aftgrigeg, 
the plaintiff alleging that the defend- 
ant had spoken of him these words: 
“Sir Thomas Holt struck his cook on 
the head with a cleaver and cleaved his 
head, the one part lay on the one 
shoulder and another part on the 
other.” The defendant pleaded not 
guilty, and it was found 
Then the defendant moved in arrest of 
judgment that these words were not 
actionable, for it is not averred that 
the cook was killed, and the court held 
that “slander ‘ought to be. direct, 
against which there may not be any 
intendment, but notwithstanding 
such wounding, the party may vet be 
living, and it is then but trespass. 
Wherefore it was adjudged for the de- 
fendant.”’ The decision belongs to an 
era when the courts were disposed to 
discourage the bringing of actions for 
slander; and it was not in a criminal 
action,

SIMPLER INDICTMENTS. 
Statutory Form Does Not Provide 
Short Descriptions of Crimes. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The references in your editorial col- 
umn to the recent report by Prof, Mikell 
of the University of Pennsylvania Law 
School, on the possibilities of simplify- 
ing the form and‘ language of indict- 
ments in criminal are very in- 
teresting, and I trust they will help to 
bring about a demand for the accom- 
plishment of the reforms which are cer- 
tainly desirable and which such experts 
as Prof. Mikell say are practicable. 

A letter published in a recent issue of 
THE TIMES over the signature ‘ Anon,” 
refers to 276 of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure of this State, and 
suggests that those who are consider- 
ing this reform may have neglected this 
section of the New York code. It is 
true that this section of our code con- 
tains a ‘form of indictment,” but this 
form does not really tend to simplifi- 
cation. It does tend toward uniformity, 
but it does not avoid technicality 
prolixity.

Expenses, Guy Standing Says. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read, with considerable inter- 
est and more than considerable appre- 
hension, the statements appearing in 
the public press regarding the collection 
of income taxes on actors’ Salaries. 
Apparently the Government intends to 
compel theatrical managers to deduct 
weekly the amount of the tax on all 
salaries over $3,000 a year, except in the 
case of a married man, who is per- 
mitted to ‘‘enjoy’’ untaxed an addi- 
tional $1,000. But the “income.” of an 
actor cannot possibly be based upon 
the weekly salary he commands. In- 
come is, as I take it, the profit derived 
from any business or profession. Be- 
lieve me, the actor whose salary on 
paper is in the neighborhood of $3,000 
to $4,000 a year cannot show much in 
“profit”’ at the end of that year, for 
the greater part of his “income” has 
gone on expenses, .and on 
mark you, that are as absolutely con- 
nected with his profession as is the 
purchase of any stock in trade to the 
business of any retail tradesman.

When Yale and Princeton clash in 
their annua! football battle at Yale 
Field this afternoon the supporters of 
the Blue believe that the team is going 
to show a power which has been 
dormant all season. During the last 
week there has been evident at New 
Haven an abundance of that indefinable 
element that is called Yale spirit. The 
cry has gone forth that Ketcham’s 
team is going to rise above its mis- 
fortunes and ride to triumph on a wave 
of frenzied enthusiasm. Princeton has 
listened to all this talk with interest. 
but in the Jungle they believe that Yale 
has got to mix up some football with 
the enthusiasm to beat the Tiger eleven. 

One proininent football coach said dur- 
ime the last week: ‘ Yale's attitude 
toward Princeton is this: Perhaps we 
Can't win, 
you win.’’ The Yale team is composed 
of big, husky players and they have 
been drilled in a team defense which 
Yale supporters think will step Prince- 
ton’s fast, vigorous attack. Princeton 
will probably go into the game a slight 
favorite, for, although Princeton has 
twice been defeated, she has shown 
much more football ability and knowl- 
edge of the game than Yale.

cording to legal principles and were 
unjust to the players.” 

In regard to a report that players who 
have refused to sign contracts until the 
fraternity demands have been acted 
upon may be compelled to sign for the 
reason that they are without funds and 
need advances, Mr. Fultz said that the 
character of the present-day baseball 
player makes such a situation uncom- 
| mon, and if it should happen that some 
of the players should need help the fra- 
ternity will look out for them.

SWEDISH GYMNASTS 


SHOW FINE FORM 





World’s Champion Corps of 


Amateurs Display Great Team 
Ability in Athletic Exercises. 





As the introductory exhibition in 
America, last night’s showing in the 
Seventy-first Regiment Armory by the 


Stockholm Gymnastic Society was the 
most finished demonstration of the type 


of work that has been witnessed in the 


United States. Three thousand persons 
took part in the welcome to the Swedish 
athletes, who were twenty-five in num- 
ber, and part of the team which led the 


world at their particular pastime, group 
gymnastics, at the last Olympic games 
in Stockholm. 


The men of the corps are all amateurs, 
seventeen being working lads, while the 
remainder are in the army. Led by 
Lieut. Oswald Holmberg, their work 


was possibly the last word in the art 
of expert team gymnastic tactics, the 


value of which was shown without the 


use of any apparatus other than a giant 
log span, an immense horse, and what 
was called a plint, the last named piece 
of apparatus being a sort of pyramid 


used in vaulting exercises. 


Introduced with a series of exercises 


in which probabiy all of the muscles 
of the body are brought into play, and 
similar to the sitting up stunts employed 
at West Point and Annapolis, the 
unanimity of action in combination with 


the gracefulness quite caught the eye 


of the critical and provoked much ap- 
plause, 

The balance walk on the beam which 
was supported eight feet above the 
floor required clearness of head and 

reat control of bodily poise, particu- 
arly in one of the stunts in which the 


athletes stood a la Mercury with every 


muscle to be seen outstanding. 

The exercises for the dorsal and ab- 
dominal muscies were gone through with 
that precision which marked close ap- 
soemagy ce to the work, while the march- 
ng lateral exercises, handstanding, and 
wheeling were perfectly performed. 

It was in the vaulting and jumping 
over both lforse and plint that warrant- 


ed the display of the versatility of the 
men. There were no picked performers, 
and the strength of the system under 
test, called in Sweden the Ling, demon- 
strated its all-around usefulness. The 
ability of the men in these leaping ex- 
ercises was the most pronounce feature 
of the whole exhibition, and revealed 
the presence of men out of the ordinary 
at this style of game. 

The vaulting over the horse was done 
with the men leaping to a handstand, 
which was followed by a momentary 
balance at three-quarter or full arm, 
with a throw-off to a perfect finish cn 
the floor. The horse, which stood 4 feet 
8 inches high, was then used to demon- 
strate leaping “ cut-offs.”’ with the men 
following each other as quickly as they 
could race up to the apparatus. 

With the horse and plint there was no 
let-up to the speed of team action, the

sale. 
The commission, which for many 


months has been engaged in an investi- 
gation of market conditions here, in 


other cities, and in Europe, has reached 
the conclusion that marketing condi- 
tions here are intolerable both to the 
trade and to the public. 

It is intended to do away with many of 
the middlemen who now contribute to 
the wee cost of living, but it is not the 


intention to eliminate the small dealers, 
retailers and other distributing agencies 
Cc.

DEAR EGGS DUE TO STORAGE 


Production Grows, but the Price 


Keeps Ahead of It. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Production 
ef eges in the United States has in- 
creased steadily during the past four- 
teen years. The™price of eggs has also 


moved steadily upward. Department of 
Agriculture officials say that cold stor- 


age is responsible for the high price. 
Figures Issued to-day by the Census 
Bureau show that in 1899 American 
hens laid 1,298,662,000 dozen eggs, which 
Was seventeen dozen for every man, 


woman, and child in the country. Ten 


years later, in 1900, they produced 17.3 
dozens per capita, while this 7 it is 
estimated they will produce 17.7 dozens 
per capita. 

As to prices the statistics show that 
in 1899 ‘‘ average best fresh’’ eggs sold 
at wholesale in New York, highest 
price, at 86 cents; in 1904 at 47 cents, in 
1908 at 55 cents, in November, 1912, at 
60 cents.

Prices Reach Higher Level— 
Hopeful Regarding Mexico 
—Banks Gaining Cash. 








A sharp over-night advance was part- 
ly lost in the middle hours of yester- 
day’s stock market, and was mostly re- 
gained in the late afternoon. The 
financial community felt that the morn- 
ing’s news regarding the Mexican situ- 
ation justified and strengthened the 
cheerful view which was taken of that 
situation Thursday afternoon when the 
Washington advices indicated that a 
turn for the better had occurred. With 
evidence accumulating that the countries 
of Europe will leave a®@free hand to the 
United States and with the probability 
increasing from day to day that Gen. 
Huerta in the absence of support from 
the outside must soon yield, it was felt 
that there were very good grounds for 
counting upon a favorable issue of the 
efforts of this Government to bring Gen. 
Huerta’s tenure of office to an end with- 
out intervention. A solution of the dif- 
ficult Mexican situation would afford 
even more relief financially abroad than 
here, although such an event must needs 
be grateful to all the markets. 

Apart from the Mexican matter a good 
deal of yesterday’s financial discussion 
centred around the money situation it- 
self and around matters closely related 
to the money markets. The Paris ad- 
vices that the French Cabinet had 
formally decided upon the new National 
loan to be put out during the course of 
the next three or four weeks was con- 
sidered a favorable development. This 
bore out the previous day’s expectations 
and strengthened the belief that the 
French financial markets were likely 
soon to enter a new and more favorable 
position. The report from abroad that 
formal peace had been made between 
Turkey and Greece was looked upon as 
just one more preliminary to the read- 
justment of the financial obligations | 
which were assumed in connection with | 
the war in the Balkans. Such a read- 
justment when effected will open up a 
smoother way to European finance. 
Again in our own market everything 
pointed to an increasingly comfortable 
bank position with co-relative ease in 
the money market. The usual weekly 
estimates of the cash gain on the in-

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TALK OF NEW HAVEN NOTES. 


Elliott Visits Financial Centre and 
Meeting Follows—liIssue Coming Due 


Howard Elliott, Chairman of the New 
Haven Railroad, visited the financial 
district yesterday, after which a meeting 
of the Executive Committee was held, 
giving rise to reports that arrangements 
had been made for the issue of $50,000,000 
short-term notes to take up the $40,000,000 
notes falling due on Dec. 1 and $5,000,000 
maturing early next year and to allow 
$5,000,000 for needed improvements. This 
was reported to be due to the legal tan- 
gle over the $67,000,000 bond issue in the 
Massachusetts courts and the near ap- 
proach of Dee. 1. 

Mr. Elliott said after the committee 
meeting that it was not true that ar- 
rangements had been made for a note 
issue, although such a recourse had been 
discussed. He said the amount of the 
issue, should one become necessary, had 
not been considered. The Directors are 
to meet in Boston next Friday, and in 


the meantime a decision may be ren- 
dered by the Massachusetts Court which, 


if favorable to the bond issue, would 
obviate the necessity of short-term 
financing. 


Mr. Elliott said his visit to Wall Street 
was to confer with officials of the 
Stock Exchange regarding New Haven 
‘‘ rights.’ It was decided that a con- 
tinued postponement of action regarding 
their clearance and settlement should 
not prejudice the interests of anyone 


concerned. ’ 
Mr. Elliott was elected President of 


the Connecticut and Rhode Island trolley 
companies and of the Central New Eng- 
land Railroad yesterday, and James H. 
Hustis, President of the New Haven, 
was made Vice President of the Cen- 
tral New England. 

A committee of three was appointed at 
the meeting of the Executive Committee 
to make a valuation of the New Haven 
system, as required by the Federal law. 
This committee consists of E. G. Buck- 
land and H. H. Kochersberger, Vice 
Presidents of the road, and H. L. Ripley, 
an expert on railroad valuation, for- 
merly in the employ of the Government.

of Nebraska. But they will find this 
faction still requiring two days for its 
work, and adjournment will be taken 
until next week, when .a procedure will 
be devised for getting the bill before the 
Senate. 

While the situation is now fairlysen- 
couraging to the Administration so far 
as getting the bill out of commiitee is 
concerned, to-day’s developments make 
it more than ever plain that weeks of 
debate will be required in the Senate. 
To-day's amendments put the two fao- 
tions further than ever apart, and the 
fight in the Senate will hinke around the 
two reports. from committee, with the 
injection from time to time of various 
independent views like those of Mr.. 
Newlands of Nevada, or Mr. Williams 
of Mississippi. 

Senator Weeks of Massachusetts said 
this afternoon that Jan. 15 was the 
earliest date on which the bill could 
possibly pass the Senate. This estimate 
is considered conservative, 

The most important amendment of the 
Administration Senators seems on its 
ace to be a deep concession to Bryan- 
sm by making the proposed notes legal 
tender, But this provision is partly off- 
set by a reversal of the committee’s 
action of yesterday, so that the notes 
will be redeemable in gold not only at 
the Treasury, but at the regional reserve 
banks, 

Against these notes the regional re- 
serve banks will be required to keep a 
reserve of 331-3 per cent. gold, and 
against deposits a reserve of 331-3 per 
cent., either gold or lawful money other 

the new notes. The notes, how- 
ever, may be used for reserves in the 
member banks.

The Administration Senators restored 
the provision of the House bill for seven 
members of the Federai Reserve Board, 
including the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The Controller of the Currency and the 
Secretary of Agriculture seem to be 
definitely eliminated. The term of the 
Federal Reserve Board members was 
fixed at six years, though there was 2 
strong sentiment, that may yet prevail, 
in favor of twelve-year terms. 

The Administration Senators further 
amended the House bill by striking out 
the provis‘on that only one member of 
the Federal Reserve Board should be 
appointed from any one regional] dis- 
trict. Then, on motion of Mr. O’Gor- 
man of New York, instead of the House 
provision that the President should give 
due consideration to the geographical 
divisions of the country in selecting the 
hoard, it was provided that due consid- 
eration must be given to the financ‘al, 
commercial, and geographical divisions. 
This amendment is intended to increase 
the East’s representation. 

The question of guaranteeing or insur- 
ing deposits in the regional reserve 
banks was discussed in both halves of 
the committee with only negative re- 
sults. The Administration faction de- 
elded definitely that the whole subject 
should go over until next session, when 
the National Bank act may be taken up 
for revision. The other faction consid- 
ered the alternative proposal of giving 
all profits, after expenses and dividends 

« had been paid. and the surplus fund of 

20 per cent. of the capital accumulated, 
to the Governmeni direct, or of setting 
aside a portion as an insurance fund for 
deposits. The conservative Republ'cans 
are so opposed te bank guarantees in 
any form that the proposal will prob- 
ably be dropped, 

The Hitchcock-Republican faction de- 
cided that a member bank might de- 
mand as a matter of right the redis- 
count of its proper paper by its re- 
gional reserve bank up to an amount 
ejual to 100 per cent. of the member 
bank’s capital. Further rediscounts 
equalling another 50 per cent, of its 
capital could be secured only by paying 
a discount rate higher by 1 per cent. 
than the normal rate,. while still fur- 
ther rediscounts, up to 200 per cent. 
of its capital, could only he secured 
by an addition of 2 per cent. to the 
normal rate. Beyond that point redis- 
counts would be granted only with the 
consent of the Federal Reserve Board. 
_ This faction drafted language affirm- 
ing the action of the full co6mmittee be- 
fore the bolt of the administration Sen- 
ators, making five of the nine members 
of the regional reserve banks ap- 
pointees of the central board. leaving 
only a minority of four to be elected 
by the banks. Like the administration 
Senators, they decided that all Dfrec- 
tors of regional reserve banks could be 
removed bv the board for cause after 
due hearings. 

The Administration Senators, however, 
do not require a hearing as a neces- 
sary preliminary. As provided in the 
Hitchcock draft, pending the trial of a 
Director, the board may suspend him. 

While the Administration Senators 
yesterday empowered the central board 
to suspend regional reserve banks and 
then administer them through sub- 
ordinates from Washington. the Hitch- 
cock group to-day decided that the sus- 

pension of a single bank would mean 
he smashing of the whole system. 
They, therefore, eliminated the sus- 
pension paragraph from the bill. 

The Hitchcock group also extended to 
six months the maturity of paper that 
would be suitable for rediscount, with 
the provision, however, that no bank 
should present for rediscount this long 
time paper more than 50 per cent, of its 
total rediscounts. nor more than $200,000 
fin all. The $200,000 limitation is in- 
tended to make the long-time paper 
available chiefly for the small country 
banks.

Trade Sees Way to Avoid Duty Pay- 
ment on Scrap as Wrapper or Filler. 


While the Treasury Department holds 
that full duty must be paid on al) leaf 
tobacco that enters bonced factories un- 
der the new tariff provisions, which 
would seem in strict accordance with 
that particular law, there are other 
provisions of the tariff? which, it has 
been hinted, might be applied to avoid 
the necessity of paying duty on wrapper 





or filler on the scrap resulting from, 


manufacturing in such factories. One 
of these provisions is found in the gen- 
eral section relating to manufacturing 
articles in bond. Subsection M of that 
section contains the following: 
Provided, That the waste material or by- 
roducts incident to the process of manu- 
F; ture, includin waste derived from 
eaning rice in bonded warehouses under 
act of March 24, 1874, in said bonded 
warehouses, may be withdrawn for domestic 
consumption on the payment of duty equal 
to the duty which would be assessed and 
collected by law, if such waste or by-prod- 
ucts were imported from a foreign country.

This Was a Regular Loan to Hollins 
& Co.—Liabilities Not Figured Up. 


It was made known yesterday that 
H. B. Hollins.& Co., the bankers, whose 
failure was announced the day before, 
owed J. P. Morgan & Co. $100,000, This 


Was not money advanced, however, to 
tide ‘the house over, it was explained, 
but an ordinary loan extended in the 
course of routine business.

FOR STRICTER TRAFFIC LAW. 


McAdoo Tells Expressmen 
Changes He Advocates. 


* Chief Magistrate William McAdoo ad- 
dressed the members of the American 
Express Company's Employes’ Assncia- 
tion last night in their club house at 
67 Madison Avenue on the subject of 
traffice regulations and conditions in 
tnis city, and in the course of his talk 
recommended the adoption of two city 
ordinances and the centralization of all 
powers pertaining to traffic in the City 
Government. He said that at present 
the powers, especially in the matter 
of licensing chauffeurs, were divided be- 
tween Albany and the City Hall, and 
that this system was clumsy and in- 
efficient. 

The ordinances Magistrate McAdoo 
recommended were, one making it ille- 
gal for a person to cross any street ex- 
cept at a corner, and another regulating 
the weight and height of automobile 
trucks—‘* moving warenouses,”’ he called 
them. In regard to the first, he said 
that persons, darting across a crowded 
street in the middle of a block caused 
more delay and annoyance to drivers and 
more danger to themselves than any 
other one thing. Auto trucks, he said, 
were becoming so heavy that pave- 
tients could not be kept in good order, 
and they are being made so wide that 
they blocked the traffic on tne nar- 
rower downtown streets. 

All of Magistrate McAdoo’s recom- 
mendations, as well as many of his 
observations on traffic conditions, were 





of 


applauded by the audience, which was 
composed largely of express wagon 
drivers employed by the American, 


Westcott, and National Express Com- 
panies. Even when Mr. McAdoo told 
the drivers that, under any conditions, 
the man on foot had the right of way 
over the vehicle, the hearers showed by 
their attitude that they agreed with 
him. The traffic policemen, he said, 
should regulate the flow of traffic for 
the convenience and safety more of 
those walking than for the pleasure of 
the vehicles.

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THE NEW 
DENIES FORCING FILM TRUST 


Exchanges Sold Out Voluntarily, F. 
L. Dyer Testifies. 

Is the moving picture business art or 
commerce? In the Government's pros- 
ecution of the so-called Film Trust, 
held at the Hotel Manhattan yesterday, 
the defense endeavored to maintain that 
it was art. : 

The question came up in the .cross- 
examination of Frank L. Dyer, Presi- 
dent of the General Film Company, one 
of the defendants, by Edwin T. Grosve- 
nor, special Assistant District Attorney. 
A. discussion arose over Mr. Grosvenor’s 
characterizations of the motion picture 
business ag a ‘‘commerce,” and not an 





“art.” Charles F. Kingsley, attorney 
for the defense, objected to these 
characterizations. 

Mr. Grosvenor reminded Mr. Dyer 


that the day before he had said there 
were 20,000 films in transit daily to 
and from film exchanges in the United 
States, and he said that. this was cer- 
tainly commerce. Mr. Kingsley as- 
serted that Mr. Dyer's testimony showed 
that he had said ‘ 20,000 plays,’’ and not 
** 20,000 articles of commerce.”’ 

About the formation of one of the de- 
fendants companies in the case, the 
pewter gy Picture Company, Mr. Dyer was 


asked by Mr. Grosvenor: 
| ‘* Were not the independent film ex- 
| changes considered good and easy ma- 
terial to be forced into the patents 
company by the promoters of this com- 
pany?" 

‘“‘No,” was the answer, “we did not 
force the film exchanges at all. They 
were not compelled to sell out to us. 
They came to us with the offer to sell 
out to us.” 

Mr. Grosvenor tried to show that the 
witness's answers were framed to dodge 
the questions. He repeatedly asked Mr. 
Dyer if he was frank in his replies. The 
witness resented the imputation, and 
said he always told the truth. 

Albert E. Smith, the next witness for 
the defense, said he was engaged in 
producing plays for the Vitagraph Com- 
pany of America. He testified that 
that in 1911 William Fox, a motion pic- 
ture producer, called on him, but he 
denied that Mr. Fox was asked to sur- 
render the license of the Greater New 
York Film Company, so thai it might 
fall into the hands of the General Film 
Company, or that he had told Fox that 
‘At least one independent exchange 
should be permitted to stay out of 
the combine, so that the outside world 
might not think tkpey were trying to 
kill competition.” He also denied other 
testimony by Government witnesses to 
the effect that Mr. Smith had known 
of the attempts of the defendants to 
gather in the independent exchanges. 


DECISION FOR DUTTON & CO. 


Royalty on Books Imported Unbound 
Not Part of Foreign Market Value. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers rendered a decision of im- 
portance to importers of books yester- 
day when a test case standing in the 
name of E. P. Dutton & Co., publish- 
ers of this city, was decided in favor of 
the firm. The precise question before 
the board was whether a royalty of 10 
per cent, of the retail price of a bound 
book was to be included as a part of 
the foreign market value of the printed 
unbound sheets of such book. 

It appeared from the testimony that 
Dutton & Co. ordered the unbound 
sheets with the intention of binding the 
books in this country. The firm also 
agreed to pay Methuen & Co, of Lon- 
don, the owners of the English copy- 
right, a royalty of 10 per cent. on each 
| book sold, the American selling price 
of which was fixed at $1.35 per volume. 
|The appraising officers at New York 
included the 10 per cent, royalty in the 
foreign market price, and exacted duty 
accordingly. Dutton & Co. appealed to 
the reappraisement division of the 
Board of General Appraisers, where ar- 
guments in support of _ the importers 
were made by James JF. Curtis, until 
recently Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Department, in charge of cus- 
toms. William L. Wemple, Assistant At- 
torney General of the Department of 
Justice, appeared for the Government. 

It was contended by the importers 
that the royalty being fixed upon the 
retail price of the finished book, which 
is more than elgat times the price paid 
for the unbound sheets, is not a part of 
the foreign market value. Three rea- 
sons were adduced in support of the 
contention. The first was that the roy- 
alty was not properly payable on the 
value of the sheets, but upon the value 
of the retail price of the finished book. 
The second point was that the royalty 
did not attach to the sheets and would 
never become due and payable if the 
sheets remained unbound after impor- 
j tation, and, thirdly, that the royalty 
attached only to the finished book, and 
even then became due and payable only 
upon the actual sale of the volume by 
the importers.

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FIRST NEW TARIFF PROTEST. 


Board of Appraisers Hear Argument 
on Point Made in Recent Law. 





The first protest under the new tariff 
to come before the Board of United 
States General Appraisers was argued 
yesterday. It questioned the validity 
of the Treasury Department’s recent 
ruling that a fee of $1 must accompany 
each entry protested against. The point 
was argued in the name of Joseph F 
McCoy & Co., importers, and it will 
later form the basis of a test case be- 
Yore the Court of Customs Appeals. 

Albert H. Washburn appeared for the 
importers. He contended that the 
grouping of several entries under one 
protest, as in the case of his clients, 


——— 








constituted a “sufficient” protest within 


the meaning of the tariff law, and 


one which the board was authorized to 
consider. William L. ae Assist- 
ant Attorney General of Depart- 
ment of Justice, maintained in behalf of 
the Government that under Paragraph 
N of Section 3 of the new law the pay- 
ment of $1 for each entry protested 
against is made imperative. At the 
conclusion of the hearing Judge Fischer 
announced that five days would be given 
the opposing lawyers to file briefs. 

Should the importers succeed in the 
proposed test case it is considered likely 
that firms doing a. heavy import busi- 
ness will file protests about once in 
thirty days. n such event, while 
thousands of liquidated entries might 
be protested against, protest fees might 
not average more than $12 annually for 
each protestant. [If the construction 
asked for by the Government is finally 
affirmed by the Customs Court, the 
yearly revenue from this source may 
range from $40.000 to $60,000.

Autos and Accessories Both 
, Will Be Subject to Penalty

Rules and entry blanks for the 500- 
mile New York reliability run which is 
to be conducted by the Motor Dealers’ 
Contest Association on Dec. 3, 4, and 5, 
Were issued yesterday. They show that 
the event will be a Class E non-stock 
Tun with penalties for lateness in ar- 
Tival at controls, repairs, replacements, 
and replenishments on the road, motor 
stcps, final outdoor operative tests of 
brakes, clutch, gearset, motor, axles, 
and springs, and for defects in prelimi- 
nary and final technical examinations. 

Penalties also will be imposed for 
damaged, impaired, or inoperative ac- 
cessories, such as self-starters, lamps, 
horns, speedometers, shock absorbers, 
tops, curtain, windhields, tire and bag- 
gage carriers, bumpers, &c. This is the 
first time accessories have been consid- 
ered in any contest in this country. 

There will be two divisions, one for 
tcuring cars, the other for runabouts. 
Cars also will be divided on the basiz of 
piston displacement, into classes of 230 
cubic inches and under, 231-300 cubic 
inches and 301 cubic inches and over, 
respectively. The speeds of these divi- 
sions in the test are to be 16, 18, and 20 
miles an hour.

— Marshall 
Field & Co., in their weekly review of 
the dry goods trade, say: 

**A good, steady volume of trade in 
ary goods lines has kept up during the 
week. Sales by our representatives on 
the road have run about even with 
those of the same period a year ago, 
while shipments show an increase. 

** Collections as a wnole are slightly 
better than normal. Wholesale distribu- 
tion to the South and Far West is ex- 
ceptionally good, and remittances from 
these sections are very satisfactory. 

“Retailers of dry goods throughout 
the South Central States are doing a 
better business than for a number of 


years as a result of good crops of both 
cotton and corn, for which the growers 
are receiving high prices. Future busi- 
ness in the South is running well ahead 
of that booked up to this date a year 
ago. 

** Political influences are having lit- 
tle appreciable effect on the dry goods 
business of the country, as demand is 
large and merchants are busy keeping

FOREIGN TRADE SOARS. 


Exports of Foodstuffs and Manufac- 
tures Show Large Increase. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Detailed 
figures of exports for the nine months 
ended with September last, furnished 
by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Department of Commerce, 
show an increase in every class except 
“‘crude materials for use in manufac- 
turing,” in which class 1913 is still some 
$30,000,000 behind 1912, despite an in- 
crease of more than $23,000,000 in Sep- 


tember. 
Of the three classes of manufactured 
goods the exports for the first nine 











months of 1912 and 1913 were as fol- 
lows:

From these figures there will be seen 
an increase of over $17,000,000 in our 
exports of ‘‘ foodstuffs partly or wholly 
manufactured,’’ an increase of more 
than $26,000,000 in exports of ‘‘ manu- 
factures for further use in manufactur- 
ing,’’ and an increase of nearly $37,000,- 
000 in ‘‘ manufactures finished, ready 
for use.’’ A comparison of the import 
and export statistics of the three classes 
above enumerated shows a large bal- 
ance of trade in our favor in each class. 
For instance, imports of ‘* foodstuffs 
partly or wholly manufactured ”’ 
amounted to about $153,000,000, and ex- 
orts to almost $236,800,000, the balance 
n our favor being about $83,800,000. Of 
** manufactures for further use in man- 
ufacturing "’ the imports were over 
$265,800,000, which,. opposed to exports 
of almost $306,300,000, makes a trade 
balance in our favor of about $40,500,000. 
Imports of finished manufactures 
amounted to almost $300,000,000, and ex- 
ports to almost $590,000,000, the bal- 
ance in our favor in this class approxi- 
mating $290,000,000.

Imports of silk fabrics at New York in 
the week ended Nov. 1 totaled $669,564, or a 
drop of $138,294 from the week before. With- 
drawals from bonded warehouses were valued 
at $141,198, compared with $127,740 in the 
previous week. 


The market for imported oil sardines, ac- 
cording to a local dealer, shows little im- 
provement. No supplies are available in

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Proper Duty for Violin and ’Cello 
Necks and Instrument’ Mouthpieces. 


The United States Court of Customs 
Appeals has handed down a decision in 
the case of Lyon & Healy, relating to 
the classification under the Tariff act 
of 1909, of violin and ’cello necks and 
round pieces of ivory and wood intended 
to be made into mouthpieces for picco- 
los and flutes. Collector Mitchell as- 
sessed duty at the rate of 45 per cent. 
ad valorem under the provision in the 
law for parts of musical instruments. 
The importers protested on the ground 
that the artocles were dutiable at 35 
per cent. as manufactures of ivory or 
wood. The Board of General Appraisers 
sustained the protest. The court re- 
versed the board as to the violin and 
’cello necks, and affirmed the lower 
tribunal as to the round pieces of ivory 
and wood. 

The court reversed the board in the 
case of Thomas J. Owen & Co., dealing 
with the classification under the act of 
1909, of Spanish cedar imported from 
Cuba for use as material for the manu- 
facture of cigar boxes. The Collector 
at New York exacted duty at 15 per 
cent. ad valorem as sawed cedar. The 
importers said that the merchandise 
was properly dutiable at 25 cents per 
thousand feet, board measure, as sawed 
lumber. This contention was sustained 
by the board, but is now reversed by 
the court. 

The decision of the board was af- 
firmed in the case of Bayersdorfer & 
Co. The goods in controversy consisted 
of immortelles, colored or dyed. They 
were returned for duty at New York at 
50 per cent. ad valorem under ‘the pro- 
vision in the act of 1909, for ornamental 
flowers. The importers wanted duty 
assessed at 25 per cent. as cut flowers. 


TO STUDY CLOTHING TRADE. 


Secretary Redfield Will Inquire Into 
the Cost of Making Garments. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Federal in- 
vestigation of the cost of manufactur- 
ing clothing, hosiery, and knit goods 
was ordered to-day by Secretary Red- 


field of the Department of Commerce. 
It will begin at once and will cover the 
principal centres of production at home 
and abroad, 

It was announced some time ago that 
the department proposed to investigate 
the working of the tariff law, as it re- 
lates to the principal disputed points, 
to determine- whether the reductions 
were harmful to American industry.

Many Customs Cases Wait Decision. 

A statement given out yesterday by 
Judge Somerville, President of the 
Board of General Appraisers, show the 


present condition of the lower customs 
tribunal and its ability rapidly to handle 
litigation arising under the new tariff. 
The docket for December will contain 
all protests received and not heretofore 
docketed. This virtulally leaves no 
cases undocketed that were filed under 
the act of 1909. At present there are 
87,000 protests undecided, compared 
with 226,000 at this time in 1911. Of 
these undecided protests, 18,000 are o 
the suspended files awaiting decision o 
the Court of Customs Appeals in pro- 
tests covering similarmerchandise. Some 
20,000 other cases are awaiting the de- 
termination of the Government as to 
its future action in such cases. The bal- 
ance of the undecided protests are re- 
ceiving the attention of the various sub- 
boards.

CONDITIONS OF TRADE. 

Commenting on trade conditions Dun’s 
Review says: 

Severe storms this week caused interrup- 
tion to business in certain sections and also 
involved considerable property loss. Outdoor 
work was hindered and railroad traffic im- 
peded, the consequent check to the movement 
of freight affecting both manufacturing and 
distribution somewhat. Advantages accrued, 
however, from the low. temperatures and 
snow, which accelerated the demand for 
heavyweight apparel, footwear, and fuel. 
Broadly considered, the mercantile and_in- 
dustrial situation continues fairly satisfac- 
tory, and signs of trade recession are by no 
means uniform. Rather more encouraging 
conditions prevail in iron and steel, notwith- 
standing the further heavy shrinkage in the 
unfilled tonnage of the leading producer and 
the additional price concessions announced. 
The significant fact fs that in some lines new 
orders are gaining ground, while consumption 
continues at a good rate. There is no evi- 
dence as yet of a general buying movement, 
but the railroads are displaying more inter- 
est and substantial contracts for equipment 
have recently been yieose 

Bank clearings this week at leading cities 
in the United States make the most unsat- 
isfactory comparison with the two preceding 
years for a considerable period, the total at 
all centres reporting amounting to $2,971,261,- 
737, and comparing with $3,402,696,134 the 
same week last year and $3,135,433,497 in 
1911. 

Bradstreet’s says: 

Current trade reports, Winter wheat crop 
advices, and consumption of steel products 
indicate good present conditions, but future 
buying is slow, conservatism is in evidence, 
finished steel is weaker as the result of in- 
creased competition for orders, and industry 
as a whole is running at a siower gait,

No Money Stringency Felt There 
Because of the Balkan War. 


There is at least one country in Eu- 
rope which has not suffered from the 
financial depression following the Bal- 
kan wars, according to R. E. Mansfield, 
the late American Consul General at 
Zurich, Switzerland, who arrived yes- 
terday on the President Grant. He has 
been transfered to Vancouver, B. C. 
Consul General Mansfield says that 
while other countries were suffering 
from a money stringency Switzerland 
became the stocking of Europe, and 
persons from all parts of the continent 
sent their money into that country. 

“The remarkable central Federal 
bank system of the country, through 
which exchange is regulated and values 
maintained, has kept plenty of money 
in Switzerland in the last year or more,” 
said Mr. Mansfield yesterday at the 
Imperial. ‘‘At first the talk of war in 
the Balkans, and then the war itself 
caused many persOns to send their 
money to the country in order to put it 
in a safe place and get a good rate of 
interest. Consequently the banks of 
Switzerland have been well off for gold. 
So it was that the country could not 
easily be affected by the financial de- 
pression that prevailed elsewhere. The 
conservatism and carefulness that per- 
vades the whole Swiss social and finan- 
cial system make the Swiss prepared for 
any emergency. 

“Switzerland has been very prosper- 
oug for several years, although trade 
with the United States is decreasing, 
for the reason that we ourselves are 
now making so many articles the Swiss 
export. This country has gone ahead in 
the manufacture of silk goods and em- 
broideries until in those lines it rivals 
Switzerland for cheap cost of produc- 
tion. For a long time we could not 
compete with St. Gall, but that was only 
as long as certain grades of embroider- 
ies had to be turned out by hand. Since 
St. Gall and America have both come 
to use machines for making embroidery 
the exports te the United States have 
decreased greatly, and that has been 
especially noticeable the last two years. 

“ Notwithstanding this, the industry 
has not been affected in Switzerland. 
They are turning out more goods than 
ever, though with this market closing 
to them they have had to go out and 
look for others. Now they are shipping 
largely to the Balkan countries and to 
South America. 

“T have lived for seven years in Switz- 





erland, and I consider it the most re- 
markable industrial country in the 
world. It competes in many lines of 


manufacture with all the great nations 
of the world, and yet it has no natural 
resources, It has no coal and no min- 
erals, it has to import all the cotton, 
silk, coal, and iron it needs, but it has 
built up and maintains wonderful indus- 
tries in various lines. The industry of 
the people and their economic habits 
have made the country what it is.” 


CONNECTING RAILROADISSUE 


Service Commission Authorizes 
$11,000,000 41-2s, Not Under 91. 


The New York Connecting Railroad 
Company received permission yesterday 
from the Public Service Commission, on 
the recommendation of Commissioner 
Maltbie, to give the Guaranty Trust 
Company a mortgage for $30,000,000, 
and to issue immediately $11,000,000 
bonds under that mortgage. 

These bonds must be sold for not less 
than 91 per cent. of their face value, 
and the discount must be amortized dur- 
ing their lifetime. They will bear 4% 
per cent. -interest. Of the $11,000,000 
$5,889,275 will be applied to the redemp- 
tion of short term notes, due Nov. 21, of 
the face value of $7,000,000, which were 
signed in order to provide funds for the 
acquisition and improvement of prop- 
erty before Aug. 31 and $4,120,725 for 
the cost of the acquisition and improve- 
ment of property since that date. 

The balance of $990,000 is set aside for 
the expenses of the sale and to make up 


the discount at which the bonds will be 
sold, 








T. E. Wilson New Head of Morris 
& Co. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—Thomas EB. Wil- 

son,’ who entered the employment of 

Morris & Co. at a salary of $4 a week, 


was elected President of that company 
to-day, succeeding the late Edward 
Morris. Edward Morris, 20 years old, 
son of the late packer, was chosen Vice 
President. 





CONSULAR TRADE NOTES. 


The 1913 currant crop in Greece is esti- 
mated at 160,000 tons. About 12,000 tons 
have been carried over from last season, 
raking the total about 172,000 tons. Of 
this amount, 30,000 tons must be withdrawn 
from the market under the retention law of 
the country. 


A resolutfon recently passed by the Van- 
couver Board of Trade approved a request 
for provincial legislation to advance stand- 
ard time in British Columbia one hour tn the 
period extending from the first Sunday in 
April to the third Sunday in October. Added 
time for recreation is apparently the object. 


Exports from the Dominican Republic to 
the United States in 1912, as shown by in- 
voices certified at the various American 
consular offices, were valued at $8,888,925, a 
gain of about $1,600,000 over 1911. 

The Italian Parliament recently passed a 
bill providing for the construction of three 
dams in Calabria, at an estimated cost of 
$13,000,000, to supply an aggregate of 150,000 
jhorse power of electric energy. These plants 
will provide electricity for traction lines, 
illumination, and the development of indus- 
tries throughout Southern Italy. 

The high cost of meat in Warsaw, Russia, 
is officially to be investigated. United States 
Consul Heenan in that city reports that a 
commission will soon be appointed to consider 
measures to regulate the sale of meat there, 
with a view to lowering prices.

Million and a Half Bales Shipped 
Away During October. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Cotton con- 
sumed in the United States during Octo- 
ber amounted to 542,809 bales, the Cen- 
sus Bureau announced to-day. Cotton 
on hand Oct. 81 in manufacturing estab- 
Hshments, amounted to 1,072,274 bales, 
and in independent warehouses, 2,551,- 
364 bales. 

Exports of domestic cotton during Oc- 
tober amounted to 1,517,838 bales; im- 
ports were 5,372 bales. 

The supply and distribution of cot- 
ton for the two months period ended Oct. 
31 was announced by the bureau as seal 





lows: 

Total supply, 9,647,440 bales; stocks at 
beginning of period, 1,598,438 bales; gin- 
nings, 8,036,814 bales, and net imports, 
12,188 bales. 

Distribution. — Consumption, 642,809 
bales; exports, 2,448,150 bales, and 
stocks at end of period in manufactur- 
ing establishments, 1,072,274 bales, in 
independent warehouses, 2,551,964 bales, 
and held elsewhere, 3,032,243 bales. 

Cotton consumed included 17,955 bales 
of foreign cotton and 31,257 bales of 
linters. Consumption in cotton growing 
States was 273,534 bales, and in all other
